$1.000 If Church would withdraw from
the race and allow the appointment of

Beckman. This the governor refused
to accede to and so Informed Mr.
Beckman.

Regarding the Wesleyan university
bribery charge, the governor said
friends of Dr. Tucker of Lincoln told
the governor that Dr. Tucker would
give $100 or 2200 to the unlversity if
the governor would appoint him physl-
clan at the penitentiary.

ORDERS TEAMSTERS TO RETURN.

St. Louis Strike Not Authorized by the
Natlonal Board.

8t. Louis, May 29.—The teamsters
of the National and International
unions decided to strike in sympathy
with the freight handlers, despite the
counsels and protests of their officlals,
The strike, however, was not a8 unan-
imous as expected. There were 5,000
teamsters in St. Louls, but less than
1,000 obeyed the strike order. J. B.
Fitzpatrick, organizer of the Natlonal
Teamsters’ unlon, arrived from Den-
ver and took steps to check the strike.
He {ssued an order directing all strik-
ing members of the union to return to
work tomorrow under penalty of ex-
pulsion from the union. He declared
the strike was unauthorized and was
without offieial sanction. This order
had the effect of causing many strik-
ers to resume work immediately, The
teamsters have made no demands,
but went out to enforce the demands
for Increased wages made by the
freight handlers,

ARE RISING RAPIDLY,

RIVERS

Hundreds Forced to Abandon Homes
at Des Molnes—Miilons of Damage
to Crops In the Northwestern Part
of the State,

Des Molnes, May 20.—The experl
ence of ten months ago In Des Moines
Is being repeated in the low dlstricts,
Beveral square miles of the city are
under water, 200 resldences are sur-
rounded, 2,000 people nre moving into
tents or temporary places of abode,
forty factorles are fdle, wvaluable
bridges are gone and parts of the res-
fdence district are completely cut off
from the maln part of the city. In
South Des Moines upwards of 200
resldences were surrounded by water,
but there was no swift current nnd the
families were moved with ease, The
city councll authorized the use of a
thousand tents for the families,

But two drownlogs have thus far
been reported in Des Molnes. Owing
to slmilar conditions over the west
half of the state, several other fatal
ities have been reported. News comes
from Schaller of the drowning of Cur-
tis Seek, In Des Moines over 600 have
thus far abandoned thelr homes, while
twice as many more are preparing to
move. The levees on Maurlee streot
gave way before the floods of the
Des Moines river, swelled by thoge of
the Raccoon, and 150 houses were
flooded In an locredibly short time,
forcing thelr inmates to ruen for their
Uves, leaving thelr household effects
behind In most cases.

At Cedar Falls the Cedar river rose
guddenly during the night, so that n
large number of persons had to be rea
cued in boats from upper floors. Ml
dla river, tho Little Sloux and the
Nishnabotna are the highest in their
history. The Little Sloux Is on a ram:
page in the vicinity of Onawa. Be
tween Blencoe and the river the farm-
ers have taken to the hills, abandon-
ing thelr homes. It is estimated the
damage to crops In northwestern Towa
will be between $2,000,000 and $3,000..
000, The damage in Woodhury coun-
ty alone will be over $500,000,

Chamberiain Leads England Into New
Patie and Seekas Tarit War,

Londoun, May 20.—My, Chamboerialn
Fas again proved himsell the strong
lan of the cabinet, In a debate,
wlhich may prove the most momentous
of the présent pariiament, bhe has, In
B irank and bold speech, further devel
oped the pollcy which will be univer.
wnlly regarded as an entire reversal of
Great Pritain’s fscal position and at
the same time ho proved that he has
managed to carry the government with
him against thelr convietions, ‘The
impregsion left on the minds of the
crowded chamber was that the coun
try I8 on the eve of a dissolution and
that, as In 1900, Mr, Chamberlain car-
ried the country with him on the
South Afrlean war polley as he hns
now converted hia colleagues to the
bellef that he will be able to carry 1t
again on the polley of preferential
trande within the empire, In additton
to asking for a mandate to tax food,
he asks for power (0 engage In a tar
iff war with Germany on Canadna’s ne-
count and to fight the Amerlcan
trusts.
